Johnson of Texas in an address to 
a meeting of all senators of his 
party shortly before the opening 
of the new* session.

This is in the nature of politics, 


particularly in a' year when all 
seats in the House and one-third 
of those in the Senate will be up 
for contests.

rivalry among the armed forces. 
This has brought moves to replace 
the present Joint Chiefs of Staff 
with one chief of- staff. 


Four of Crew Killed In 


Crash of Patrol Plane 


Norfolk, Va. (&)—A Navy pa- 


trol plane, struggling for a land- 
ing with one of its two engines 
dead, crashed into a thickly set- 
tled seashore resort area yester- 
day. Four of the 12 crewmen were 
killed. 


The Mercator aircraft careened 


into a group of cottages, demol- 
ishing three and damaging three 
others. The plane and one of the 
houses burned. 


Injured in the crash were three 


occupants of houses struck by the 
plane as it skidded into the ocean- 
front settlement at nearby Ocean 
View. 


Cmdr. Clyde Curley, 41, pilot of 


the plane, told Navy officials his 
aircraft had entered, its pattern 
for a landing at the Norfolk Naval 
Air Station when its port propel- 
ler engine suddenly lost power.

Wave Numbs 


Midwest and Heads 
Into Eastern Area 


By The Associated Press 


A cold" wave numbed parts of 


the nation's midsection today and 
spread eastward toward the At- 
lantic. 


Temperatures slid below zero 


in the eastern Dakotas and Min- 
nesota and dipped into the teens 
as far south as northern Missouri 
and central Illinois. 


Southerly winds ahead of a low- 


pressure area centered over the 
Great Lakes boosted temperatures 
into the 30s in the Eastern states 
as far north as New England. 


Rain pelted most of the eastern 


Gulf and south Atlantic region. 
Light snow was general through- 
out the Great Lakes region with 
flumes 
extending southward to 


West Virginia and northern Ken- 
tucky. 


Cold air with snow moved east- 


ward across the state today, bring- 
ing an assortment of wintry wea- 
ther. 


There was light snow in west 


and central Pennsylvania with 
rain in the east expected to change 
to snow or sleet. 


Snow and snow flurries with 


colder temperatures are expected 
to continue over most of the state 
tonight, \vith lows in the teens in 
west and north central portions, 
and the 20s in the south central 
tinrl oacfor

blending plant which was destroy- 
ed by fire October 2, 1957. 


H. M. Miller, West Penn presi- 


dent, stated that facilities lost in 
the fire would be replaced on the 
company's 5-acre site along the 
three-lane highway at North War- 
ren. 


Plans for the replacement are 


now in progress and a building 
program will be started in the 
spring to add to the 
existing 


buildings, according to the com- 
pany announcement. 


The trianglar site at Venture- 


town 
comprising approximately 


one-half acre of land will eventual- 
ly be available for sale. 


President Miller today praised 


the work of the firemen who ex- 
tinguished the blaze. Their efforts, 
he said, enabled the company to 
salvage highly inflammable petro- 
leum products which were contain- 
ed in 15 of the 17 tanks outside 
the main storage building.

Kremlin Silent 
About Latest 
Rider Rocket 


Moscow (IP)—The Kremlin kept 


silent today on unofficial reports 
that Russia has fired 
a man- 


carrying _rocket about 186 miles 
high and got the passenger back 
to earth. 


The official 
blackout aroused 


speculation that the rocket exper- 
iment took place a day or so after 
Jan. 1 and the passenger para- 
chuted back to earth. The inform- 
ants did not say whether the first 
space traveler went all the way 
up with the rocket, or just how he 
escaped from it. 


There were no hints as to the 


mystery traveler's identity. Many 
Russians have volunteered for pio- 
neering flights into space 


If verified, the experiment'could 


have as much or more scientific 
import thar> the launching5 of the 
dog-carrying Soviet satellite last 
fall. It would mark another Soviet 
triumpii over the United States in 
the space race. 


The reported altitude 
of 186 


miles, while not high enough to 
escape gravity pull and put a 
rocket into orbit about the earth, 
is nearly eight times higher than 
any human has ever gone. The 
world altitude record of 126,000 
feet, less than 24 miles, was set 
in September 1956 by U. S. Air 
Force Maj. Ivan Kincheloe in the 
X2 experimental plane. 


Washington 
(JP)—Unconfirmed 


reports that Russia has fired a 
manned rocket 186 miles into space 
brought varied U. S. comment- 
but no expressions of outright dis- 
belief. 


Some scientists said the United 


States may not be too far from 
auch a test. 


Dispatches, from_Moscow_yester- 


day quoted hitherto" reliable sourc- 
es in Russia as saying a man- 
carrying rocket was fired to that 
unprecedented height and the pas- 
senger was parachuted back to 
earth. It was not specified whether 
the man went all the way up or 
quit the rocket at 
some lower 


level, or whether he go back alive 
There has been no official Russian 
comment.

CITY FATHERS HOLD LINE 


Borough Council held the line on taxes and zon- 


ing last night. Councilman also cut some more red 
tape from their operational procedure and created 
a "Capital Reserve Fund" for cash surpluses (if any 
exist at year-end). 


On the budget matter for 1958, by some artful 


juggling the Finance Committee was able to grant 
salary increases for most of the Borough employees 
and still not raise the 26-mill tax levy. 


Big contributing factor in this is the rise in as- 


sessed evaluation in Warren Borough from 515,751,- 
000 in 1957 to an estimated 516,000,000 in 1958. Where- 
as it was estimated in 1957 that the real estate and 
occupational taxes would bring in 5255,200, the Fin- 
ance Committee estimates in 1958 that the same 
taxes will bring in 5262,200 because of the increased 
evaluation. 


For the record it should be noted that actual real , 


estate and occupational tax revenue in 1957 was 5262,- 
076.67, just $121.33 less than is predicted this year. 
However, Maurice Emery, Finance Committee Chair- 
man, points out that only 87.4 percent of the people 
can be expected to pay their taxes in any given year. 
And 1957 was an extremely good year, thus bringing 
in 56,876 more than anticipated. With a polka-dot 
recession already sweeping the country, the Finance 
Committee's estimate seems appropriate for 1958, des- 
pite the increased evaluation. 


But should there still be a surplus as there was 


this year (amounting to 53,996.51) a fund has been 
created for it It is the "Capital Reserve Fund" for sur- 
plus money in the bank at year-end. The Fund will 
be used for "contingencies." 


A great amount of credit should go to the Finance 


Committee (and it was so stated in Council) for their 
fine presentation of a budget which was self-explana- 
tory, well balanced (in advance) and only a few ex- 
pendable corners clipped. Council passed it unani- 
mously, without quibbling.

No one in his right mind is willfully going 
to take a step which will reduce property values in a 
section where all the families are bringing up children 
and otherwise attempting to preserve the atmosphere 
of the neighborhood. Every property owner in Warren 
who does not stand to gain from the amendment will 
agree with every R-3 district homeowner. 


In other action last night, Council cut some red 


tape from its proceedings. It voted to elect the Bor- 
ough Manager, Secretary, Treasurer, Solicitor and En- 
gineer for indefinite terms, then went ahead and did 
so. As Burgess Rice explains it, "Every one of the of- 
ficers concerned may be dismissed by Council at any 
time, and they may quit at any time. This resolution 
just obviates the necessity for Council to vote on them 
every two years."

According to a release received 


over the weekend a 24-year-old 
former serviceman at the Pennsyl- 
vania State University is pushing 
the search for an answer to the 
problem brought by the pileated 
woodpecker's destructive assaults 
on wooden utility polos. Supported 
by financial grants from power 
companies in Pennsylvania and 
New Jersey, John F. Senft is seek- 
ing to learn whether the practice 
can be discouraged by the use of 
chemical repellents. Five such re- 
pellents have been singled out for 


special attention because 
alone 


among some 68 tested they were 
avoided by a captive woodpecker 
during a protracted period last 
spring and summer. "These tests", 
Senft, instructor of wood techno- 
logy pointed out, "would indicate 
that the best immediate answer 
to the problem might be a chem- 
ical ' repellent combined with a 
preservative and applied to wood- 
en utility poles. We're now test- 
tag these chemicals in the field." 
The research is warmly supported 
by utility companies since untold 
damage is caused-by these mar- 
auders and the companies stand to 
save thousands of dollars if re- 
search uncovers an effective repel- 
lent. A yearly grant has just been 
renewed. 
Mechanical protectors 


also are undergoing examination. 
It has been found, for example, 
that several metal type coverings 
effectively prevented the wood- 
pecker from getting at the wood, 
underneath. 
They represent a 


large outlay of money, of course, 
and possibly are no more effec- 
tive. Meanwhile, Senft will go in 
search of another woodpecker, for 
the captive bird which he has been 
using after getting it from a nest

AEC Reorganization Shows 
Atom's Growing Importance 


BY DOUGLAS LARSEN

TfTASHINGTON—(NEA)—A reorganization of the US. Atomic 


Energy Commission which is now under way reveals the 


dramatic progress which has been made in all areas of the practical 
use of the atom during the past yea.. 


The AEC has now found it necessary to separate its regulatory 


functions from its program to promote the uses of Atomic energy. 
It is creating the new divisions in place of the .one unit which has 
been doing both of these jobs. 


An attorney with considerable experience in atomic law, Harold 


L. Price, will head the Division of Licensing and Regulation. He 
has been serving with the AEC in various legal capacities since 
1947. 


"Most of our work will be writing and enforcing safety regu- 


lations," he explains. "This includes regulations for private and 
public reactors and developing licensing procedures for the safe 
.handling and use of radioisotopes, source material, and special 
nuclear material," he said. 


IN 1957, 16 nuclear reactors were completed by U.S. 'firms; the 


Atomic Industrial Forum reveals. This includes seven power-type 
and nine research and test reactors. In addition, work was started 
on 35 power and 24 test and research reactors. Also, the Forum's 
annual report reveals— 


"American industry signed contracts for the construction of seven 


uranium ore processing mills, 13- companies announced plans to 
enter the 'field of nuclear fuel element production and research, 
one. company began construction of plants for the production of 
zirconium, and two companies completed construction ol plants for 
the production of beryllium." 
r' ' 


Mr. Price's staff will start with about 100 persons.' 


ANOTHER AEC veteran, Dr. Frank K. Pittman, will head the 


new Office of Industrial Development. He has been with the 
government's atomic program since 1944. He was in charge o£ 
Plutonium production at Los Alamos, N.W., through June, 1948. 


Dr. Pittman believes that one of the biggest untapped uses for 


nuclear materials is in the industrial processing. He cites the 
possibility of preserving foods by radiation as a field which in- 
dustry will be able to move into profitably soon. 


The U.S. Army Quartermaster Corps has already done extensive 


research in this field with the cooperation of more than 40 firms. 
It has been demonstrated that all kinds of foods can be kept for 
many months after they have been sterilized by radiation, 


THE PETROLEUM and chemical industries have already started 


using production methods which require nuclear materials and 
Dr. Pittman plans to encourage more study by industry of this field. 


"We know that radiation production techniques will permit you 


to do things with materials which can't be done any other way," 
he says. New metals and new chemicals for hundreds of special 
•uses can be made by nuclear processing methods, he claims. 


Ten new firms were created last year to get into some part of 


the nuclear energy field. And many big firms added nuclear 
divisions to promote various phases of atomic work. Four'00113 
applied to the AEC for permission to sell radioactive waste dis- 
•posal services-, for example. 
, 
A total of 1,400 AEC permits have been granted for access to 


• nuclear information. More than 70 per cent are held by firms, 
! while the rest have beea given lo schools and individuals. 
• Hundreds more - access ^applications ate pending, Dr. Pittman
